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It has been well documented that there has 
been some rather questionable refereeing at 
this year’s World Cup.

He awarded a penalty he shouldn't have, 
neglected to award clearly obvious penalty appeals, 
dished out a yellow card and a red to Josip Simunic 
at the end of the match, without realising he had al- 
ready carded him twice during the game, and blew 
the final whistle as Australia scored what looked as 
though it should have been the winning goal. 
Australia is not new to Wotld Cup refereeing blun- 
ders as in their previous World Cup experience 
back in 1974, in an ill-tempered game between 
Australia and Chile, the Iranian referee Jafar Nam- 
dar booked Ray Richards for a second time after 
time-wasting over a free-kick. He Absent-mindedly

Graham Poll is known widely as England's finest 
referee.

A young Bergkamp was brought up through the 
famed Ajax youth system and, at age 17, he Was 
handed a senior debut by then-Ajax manager Cruyff 
against Roda JC in the Eredivisie. 

Bergkamp got his frst taste of hardware in 1987 when 
‘Ajax were victorious over East German side Lokomotiv 
Leipzig in the Cup Winners’ Cup, although he wouldn't 
win a league title with Ajax until 1990. 

Bergkamp’s career then took off as he was the Dutch 
league top scorer for three straight years from 1991 to 
1993, and in between he won the 1992 UEFA Cup and 
1993 Dutch Cup. 

After being named Dutch Player of the Year twice in 
1992 and 1993 and an impressive showing at Euro 
‘92, Bergkamp made the move to Italy to play for Inter 
Milan, but despite winning the 1994 UEFA Cup, Berg- 
Kamp managed just 11 goals in two seasons, and Arse- 
nal bought him for £7.5 million in June of 1995 under 
manager Bruce Rioch. 

Bergkamp’s career was revived in 1996 when Arsene 
Wenger took the reigns at Highbury and in the 1997/98

Bendigo Vipers bounced back from last weekend’s 
reversal at Box Hill in style, with a thumping victory 
over Eltham North that keeps it in contention for the 
finals. Bendigo scored five unanswered goals, with four 
‘coming in the second half with Eltham unable to combat 
the onslaught. Bendigo finished the weekend in the top 
five, level on points with fourth placed Cranbourne, 

and two points ahead of Sandringham. With a potential 
four teams scraping for two places, every point is vital. 
Eltham still has the spectre of relegation looming over 

its shoulder, and faces a tough run to the finish line, 
facing four sides in finals contention in its remaining six 
games. 


A casual look at the ladder would suggest that Keilor 
Park is slipping out of contention for the finals, but with 
three catch up matches still to play, two of which are 
crucially against teams challenging for the same finals 
positions, it is a team primed for an assault on the top 
five.

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One positive story to come out of the doom and 
gloom surrounding Somer Street this season is 
the form of 20 year old Melbourne Knight strik- 
er, Andrew Barisic. 
The former Canberra boy has really impressed with 
his solid displays in the Vodafone Cup this year, 
finding the net on four occasions and winning a fair 
few admirers along the way.

They're one of the biggest clubs in 
Australia and when I was growing up I was always 
wanted to play in the NSL for them”, 
Unfortunately Barisic’s introduction to Victorian 
football was hampered with an injury that stuttered 
his development, forcing only brief sporadic ap- 
pearances in the famous red and white shirt. The 
ensuing summer months provided time for Barisic 
to reflect on his first crack at Victorian football 
and a realisation of knowing what a young foot- 
baller has to do to prepare to go all the way, which 
brought about a massive change of attitude, “Apart 
from the injury, I think the biggest difference be- 
tween this year and last year has been my dedica- 
tion. I’ve tried to focus more on my football and not 
go out as much, I made a decision over the summer 
to knuckle down and train really hard, and so far it, 
seems to be paying off.” 
Prior to joining the Knigths, Barisic also spent seven 
months playing in Germany with one of the lower 
tier Bundesliga sides, Tennis Borussia. That expe- 
rience gave him a taste of the dedication required 
to become a full-time professional and although he 
signed a contract, a work permit wasn’t as easy to 
seoure and after exhausting many avenues with his 
brother-in-law agent, decided to return to Austra- 
lia with a view to give it a crack further down the
